AIRPLANE SCOUTS FLY 206,52 


Safety Record Made by Flyers of At- 
lantic Fleet in Old, Recondi- 
tioned Machines.

NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 10.—The 
scouting airplanes of the 
fieet, which took so large a part Sat- 
urday in the opening of the Boston 
air port, have flown within a year a 
total of 206,525 miles without the 
loss of a life. This represents a total 
flying time of 3755 hours. 

The record is all the more remark- 
able in view of the fact that the 
naval aviators have been flying old, 
reconditioned planes, most of them 
built during or just after the World 
War.

| A partial eclipse of the sun was 
‘visible in St. Louis this afternoon, 
the shadow of the moon beginning 


te pass over the surface of the sun | 
Shortly after 2:30, the edge | 


fat 2:20. 
of the moon had passed part of the 
way across the path between earth 
‘and sun, darkening a slender ellipse 
on the sun’s surface. 

Persons viewing the eclipse have 
been warned to use pieces of per- 
fectly smoked glass, as with an im- 
perfect glass they will be looking at 
‘the sun unprotected, a dangerous 
thing for the sight. 

The moon's distance from the cen- 
ter of the earth, as estimated for the 
time of today’s eclipse, is 227,000 
miles. As the moon passes between 
| the sun and the earth, she trails be- 
/hind her a conical shadow 234.600 
| miles long. This shadow, therefore, 
| 


will sweep across the earth’s surfac2, 
marking a path about 90 to 100 
miles wide, the area of visibility for

The ships changed their 
course, but the correction came too 
late.

must furnish him protection 
and peace while he exercises this 
right. 

3. In a free Government men 
have a right to combine themselves 
together into organizations for co!- 
lective bargaining with reference to 
terms and conditions under which 
they will work; they must exercise 
this right without force and intimi- 
dttion, and must not interfere with 
the right of the man who chooses to 
dispose of his time individually. 

Implied Duty on Corporations. 

4. Society has a right to fix a 
limitation beyond which it will net

The next day Tulsa was placed 
under absolute martial law and the 
visible Government triumphed, the 
story continu®@s. 

Testimony Outlined. 

A greater part of the civil author- 
ities in Tulsa County belonged to 
the klan, according to testimony re- 
lated in Blake’s story. The account 
said the man testifying was a high 
official of the klan. 

One witness, when he refused to 
take oath before the military tribun- 
al, was asked whether he regarded 
his oath to the Ku Klux Klan above 
his allegiance to the United States 
Constitution. He refused to answer, 
the narrative declares, and was tem- 
porarily dismissed. 

The military investigation is 
known to have encountered a num- 
ber of witnesses who had apparently 
been given legal counsel before be- 
ing summoned before the tribunal. 
It was this “continued opposition” 
to the efforts of military authorities 
to obtain information which is ad- 
mitted to have brought absolute 
martial law to Tulsa.

The second chapter of ‘‘the story 
of Tulsa” opens with a high official 
of the Ku Klux Klan upon the wit- 
ness stand.

There had 
been numerous whipping reports 
from that part of the district, while 
in the southern portion there had 
never been a report. I thought the 
conditions were serious.” 

“What made you think the condi- 
tions serious?”
